of the Halls of the Palace. And~all the Cardinals 
who were at this Feaft, affifted at the Midnight Mats, 
- €ardinal Coloredo chief Penitentiary officiating. On 
. Chriftmas day the-Pope went to the Church of $c. 
Mary Major, in great ftate,He fung]Mafs himfelf,and 
‘onounc’d an Eloquent Sermon COnBESINE the Birth 
of Chrift.He din’d that day in theQuirinal alace,and 
_at Night return’d to the Vatican. His Holinefs has 
-receiv'd the Compliments made him on Occafion of 
.the Holy-days,by the Colledge of Cardinals,the No- 


_bility, and the Forreign Minifters. Yefterday his 


*Holinefs fent Signior Rafponi to compliment the 
Queen Dowager of Poland on the fame Occafion, 
and to make 32 a Prefent of Cyder which he had 
“recéiv’d from the great Duke of Tufcany. Several 
Prelates who afpire to the Cardinalfhip, have taken 
‘Occafion during the Hold-days to make noble Pre- 


. fents to Signior Oratio Albani, the Pope’s Uncle, as 


alfo to his Lady and Sons, to engage them to ufe 
their Intereft with his Holinefs, that they may not be 
forgotten in the firft Promotion he makes: Among 
the reft,-Signior Corfini Treafurer of the Apoftolical 
Chamber gave them as much gilt Plate as is valued 
at 7ooo Crowns. An Envoy from the Viceroy of 
Naples is arriv’d here, to endeavour to adjuft Ami- 
cably the Difference between this Court and his Ma- 
ftér.

Holland which brings thé following Advices...- ; 

From, the Paris Gazerte; dated 
Madrid, Jan. 1. The Enemy’s Squadron when they 

went our of the Bay of Gibraltar, fail'd over to Te- 


‘tuap, and waited to be joyn’d by the Ships de- 
_tach’d from Lisbon with the Succouss for “4 Be- 
fieged. The 18th 10 Ships came into the Bay of Gi- 
bralrar ftom the Weftward, and,anchor’d near the 
old Mole ; 8 others came jin the riext day. A De- 
ferter reported that the Succours confifted.of 5 Bat- 
tallions, 4 of them Englifh and 1 Dutch, and thar if 
the coatrary Wind had not hindred the Arrival of the 
Baron de Pointis, and given Time.to the Enemy to 
fend thofe Succours, the Place could not have held 
out long. From that day the Fire from the Place has 
been redoubled ;, and the 24th in the Night the Be- 
fieged made a Sally and fill’d up part of the Trenches. 
‘However, they were repuls’d with Lofs.; and fome 
of them were taken Prifoners. The 25th the Faf- 
‘cines with which they had endeavour’d:to repair their 
Battery on the Tower, from which Battery they had 
done confiderable Damage to the Befiegers, were fet 
on Fire. A good Number of them ran thither toex- 
tinguifh the Fire, but could not do it, and many of 
them were kill’'d. The. Prifoners reported, that they 
had 40 Men kill’d and 80 wounded in.the Attack of 
the Trenches: The Befiegers have fince work’d to 
repair the Damage. 
_ The 26th the Prince of Darmftad fent out a Drtm- 
mer, to demand an Officer that was made,Prifoner, 
and propofe a Cartel. He..gave Paffport, in 
‘which he took upon himfelf the Quality: of ;Gentle- 
man_of the Bed-Chamber to his Catholick, Majefty, 
and his Vicar General. The Paffport was-return’d 
by the Befiegers with an Endorfement,that they knew 
no fuch Vicar General, and that all who thould bring 
fuch Paffports thould be fent back again, like the 
Drummer, without being fuffer'd ro deliver any Let- 
ter. advis’d from -Cadix, that the 16th of laf 
Month 4 of the Enemies Tranfporis {ent with Suc- 
cours from Lisbon to Gibraltar were taken, and in 
them 400 Soldiers ;.and the Prifoners report 2 more 
of thofe Tranfports were miffing.
